STEAMERS COLLIDE 


IN A DENSE FOG 


One of Them Sunk and Foni 


Lives ire Lost. 


New York, Nov. 2 7— Tn the thick 
of a fog off Sandy Hook the steel 
freighter Geòrgie of the W hite Star 
line 
rammed 
and sank 
the lightly 
laden Panam a line steam er Finance 
outw ard bound, with eighty-five pas 
sengers. 
T he 
Finance 
went 
down 
within ten m inutes a lte r the collision 
carrying to their death three of her 
passengers and one of the crew. 
T he 
rest of the passengers, who includeed 
nineteen women and 
fourteen 
chil­ 
dren, as well as others of the crew, 
were rescued by the boats of the 
Giorgie. 
The freighter was not dam 
aged. 
Of the passengers lost, one was a 
woman, Miss Irene Campbell of P ana­ 
ma. who clung frantically to the rail 
of 
the 
sinking 
vessel. 
William 
H. 
Todd, third assistant engineer, jumped 
overboard and was lost. 
When a roll 
of the passengers of the Finance was 
called, it was found that Charles H 
Schweinler, a policeman of Panama, 
and Henry Mullet, a railroad conduc­ 
tor of Panam a, had disappeared, and 
there is little doubt that they were 
drowned. 
The disaster occurred In the main 
ship channel off Sandy Hook. 
The 
Finance was picking her way down 
the 
south 
channel 
when 
Captain 
Mowbray, who was on the bridge, 
heard the w histle of an approaching 
liner. 
The Finance was Immediately 
ordered astern and was slowiy hack­ 
ing when the Geòrgie, inbound from 
Liverpool, loomed out of the fog and 
a m om ent later crashed into the port 
side of the Finance. 
The prow of 
the freighter penetrated the side of 
the Finance nearly ten feet, tearing 
away an unoccupied stateroom and 
leaving a ragged hole through which 
the w ater rushed in. 
T he Panam a 
steam er heeled far over to starboard, 
while men and women, m any of whom 
had 
been 
awakened 
from 
a sound 
sleep, were throw n from th eir berths. 
Ha; tily covering them selves with bed 
clothing and m aking little a ttem pt to 
dress, these rushed in a panic to the 
main deck. 
Many of the passengers 
Jumped overboard before they could 
be restrained by the crew of the in­ 
jured steam er, m any not stopping even 
to provide them selves with life pre 
servers. 
Im m ediately after the accident the 
freighter hacked 
off and 
anchored, 
her commander, Captain Clark. In the 
m eantim e 
having 
ordered 
the 
life 
boats lowered. 
T he boats of the Fi­ 
nance was also cut aw ay as quickly as 
possible. 
Attention was first given to 
those who had jumped overboard, and 
a score or more were picked up by the 
small boats. 
M eantim e the Finance 
W'as settling steadily. 
To add to th e 
confusion a m oment after the impact 
th ere was an explosion of an ammonia 
tank in the forward hold of the Fi­ 
nance and the fum es drove the engi­ 
neers and firemen to the decks.

EQUALITY OF OPPORTUNITY 


Subject Discussed by President Roose­ 
velt. 


W ashington, Nov. 27.—T he gospel of 
equality of opportunity foi the negro 
race was preached here by President 
Roosevelt at the laying of the corner­ 
stone of the colored Y. M. G. A. build­ 
ing. 
T he 
president 
m ade 
it 
clear, 
however, th a t he was not referring to 
social relations. 
“I am speaking,” he said, "of equal­ 
ity of treatm en t before the law, of 
equality of opportunity to earn a liv 
ing, of equality of opportunity to earn 
the respect that should be accorded 
to the man who behaves decently, and 
is a good neighbor and good citizen." 
T he president declared th a t he re 
garded the race problem as one of the 
most difficult with which the country 
has to deal. 
He believes th at th e only 
way in which to hasten the solution 
of the problem was to "trea t each mar. 
on his m erits as a man.” 
He should not be treated badly be­ 
cause he happens to be of a given 
color, said the president, nor should 
he receive imm unity for mi scon due* 
because, he happens tc bejof a give’ 


color. The perform ance of duty should 
be the test applied to the w hite man 
and colored man alike, and each per­ 
son should be judged by the way in 
which lie moots ti t* dem ands of duty. 
Incidentally, the president took oc­ 
casion to rebuke some of the colored 
subscribers to the building fund 
Of 
$25,000 pledged by colored men. only 
$12,000 had b*‘en paid in. he said. "No 
man has a right to promise aid to a 
cause like this and not to keep his 
promise." declared the president.

STEAMERS COLLIDE 
IN A DENSE FOG 


One of Them Sunk and Four 


Lives Are Lost. 


New York. Nov. 27.—In the thick 
of a fog off Sandy Hook the steel 
freighter Georgic of the W hite Star 
line rammed and sank the lightly 
laden Panam a line steam er Finance 
outward bound, with eighty-five pas 
sengers. 
The 
Finance 
went 
down 
within ten m inutes after the collision 
carrying to their death three of her 
passengers and one of the crew. The 
rest of the passengers, who includeed 
nineteen women and fourteen chil­ 
dren, as well as others of the crew, 
were rescued by the boats of the 
Georgic. 
The freighter was not dam ­ 
aged. 
Of the passengers lost, one was a 
woman, Miss Irene Campbell of Pana­ 
ma, who clung frantically to the rail 
of the sinking vessel. 
William 
IL 
Todd, third assistant engineer, jumped 
overboard and was lost. 
When a roll 
of the passengers of the Finance was 
railed, it was found th at Charles H. 
Schwelnler, a policeman of Panama, 
and Henry Mullet, a railroad conduc­ 
tor of Panam a, had disappeared, and 
there is little doubt that they were 
drowned. 
The disaster occurred in the main 
ship channel off Sandy Hook. 
The 
Finance was picking her way down 
the 
south 
channel 
when 
Captain 
Mowbray, who was on the bridge, 
heard the w histle of an approaching 
liner. 
The Finance was immediately 
ordered astern and was slowly back­ 
ing when the Georgic, inbound from 
Liverpool, loomed out of the fog and 
a moment later crashed into the port 
side of the Finance. 
The prow of 
the freighter penetrated the side of 
the Finance nearly ten feet, tearing 
away an unoccupied stateroom and 
leaving a ragged hole through which 
the w ater rushed in. 
The Panama 
steam er heeled far over to starboard, 
while men and women, many of whom 
had been awakened from a sound 
sleep, were thrown from their berths. 
Hastily covering them selves with bed 
clothing and m aking little attem pt to 
dress, these rushed in a panic to the 
main deck. 
Many of the passengers 
jumped overboard before they could 
be re-strained by the crew of the in­ 
jured steam er, many not stopping even 
to provide them selves with life pre 
servers. 
Immediately after the accident the 
freighter backed off and anchored, 
her commander, Captain Clark, In the 
meantime having 
ordered 
the 
life 
boats lowered. 
The boats of the Fi­ 
nance was also cut away as quickly as 
possible. 
Attention was first given to 
those who had jumped overboard, and 
a score or more were picked up by the 
small boats. 
M eantime the Finance 
was settling steadily. 
To add to the 
confusion a moment after the impact 
there was an explosion of an ammonia 
tank in the forward hold of the Fi­ 
nance and the fumes drove the engi­ 
neers and firemen to the decks.

EQUALITY OF OPPORTUNITY 


Subject Discussed by President Roose­ 
velt. 
Washington, Nov. 27.—The gospel of 
equality of opportunity for the negro 
race was preached here by President 
Roosevelt at the laying of the corner­ 
stone of the colored Y. M. C. A. build­ 
ing. 
The president made it clear, 
however, that he was not referring to 
social relations. 
“I am speaking,” he said, “of equal­ 
ity of treatment before the law, of 
equality of opportunity to earn a liv 
ing, of equality of opportunity to earn 
the respect that should be accorded 
to the man who behaves decently, and 
is a good neighbor and good citizen.” 
The president declared that he re 
g&rded the race problem as one of the 
most difficult with which the country 
has to deal. 
He believes that the only 
way In which to hasten the solution 
of the problem was to “treat each man 
on his merits as a man.” 
He should not be treated badly be­ 
cause he happens to be of a given 
color, said the president, nor should 
he receive immunity for misconduo' 
because, he happens tc b 
e a give’ 


color. The performance of duty should 
be the test applied to the white man 
and colored man alike, and each per­ 
son should be judged by the way In 
which he moots the dem ands of duty. 
Incidentally, the president took oc­ 
casion to rebuke some of the colored 
subscribers to the building fund. OI 
$25,000 pledged by colored men, only 
$12,000 had been paid in, he said. “No 
man has a right to promise aid to a 
cause like this and not to keep his 
promise.” declared the president.

Savannah, Ga., Nov. 27.—The power 
of six score horses, crashing and ro ar­ 
ing in the cylinders of a Flat car, sent 
plunging through changing fog and 
sunshine of 402 miles of lilac-oiled 
roadways by the experienced hands 
of Louis W agner, won the m ost spec­ 
tacular, the longest and the fastest

automobile 
race

held in this country. 
Fate played a 
game of hide and seek with th ree 
grim and grim y hooded figures th a t 
sat behind big steering wheels and 
throttles and fought with skill and 
daring for an advantage of seconds at 
the finish of the more than six hours 
of driving for the honor of a trophy 
cup and a purse of gold. 
The three drivers clung together 
from the very start. 
For a 
tim e 
there was a fourth figure in the lead­ 
ing column, but when little more than 
a minute separated the first from the 
last of the cars in the w hirring quar­ 
tet, a caprice of fortune sent one 
pitching from th e road. 
Out of the 
mass of w reckage Fritz Erie, who had 
been driving th e German Benz No. 19, 
was taken w ith a broken nose and a 
broken jaw. 
It was not until the 
last m inute of th e last lap th at the 
tide of victory turned to W agner. 
Nazarro, the wonderful Italian driver, 
holder of w'orld’s records and w inner 
of countless contests, who had clung 
tenaciously to a narrow m argin of 
lead for m ore than IOO miles, hesi­ 
tated long enough at the supply pits 
to change a weakening tire and lost. 
The treacherous rubber tubing burst 
as he was about to enter the home 
stretch and the three m inutes of de­ 
lay that followed sent the Grand Prix 
winner of last year and his F iat No 
6 from first to third place. 
H em ery, 
in a German Benz No. 8, favorite of 
the followers of automobile racing, 
took second place. 


Won by Slender Margin. 
It was not until the official tim e 
was announced that the actual win­ 
ner was known—that W agner had 
hurled him self to victory by the slen­ 
der margin of 56 seconds. 
Hemery 
was the first to finish the sixteen laps 
of the race and enthusiastic thousands 
hailed him as a winner without heed 
of the six m inutes grace which W ag­ 
ner held. H em ery being sent away at 
the start at 9:52 In the m orning and 
W agner not getting the word to go 
until 9:58. 
The m inutes of waiting after Ileni- 
ery had driven the big Benz car over 
the finish line seemed like hours to 
the adherents of the m issing car. 
“W agner, W agner,” criei' the crowd, 
and pitching down the straig h taw ay 
with the steadiness of a locomotive 
qn highly polished rails, th® r e g e a r 


tore for the fateful line, the big white 
number “14” glowing from the radia­ 
tor and from the sides of the hood to 
tell that there was no m istake in the 
Identity of the driver. 
But the cheers 
of the crowd suddenly changed to an 
oppressive hush as the narrowness of 
the time m argin was realized, and it 
was not until the judges signalled to 
the anxious little gang of Italian work 
men in the supply pits that it was 
definitely known who had won. 
In winning this first grand prize 
race of the Automobile Club of Amer­ 
ica W agner set a new record for road 
racing in this country. 
George Rob­ 
ertson, in the Vanderbilt cup race of 
258 miles last month, set the mark at 
64.3 miles an hour. 
For the longer 
distance of 402 miles, W agner raised 
It to 65.5 
He averaged 23 minutes 
to each one of the sixteen laps that 
measure 25.13 miles.

made the circuit In 21:36, an average 
of about 70 m iles an hour.

Laporte, Ind., Nov. 27.—Ray Lam- 
phere, charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Bella Gunness and her three 
children by setting fire to the Gunness 
house April 28, was found guilty of 
arson by the jury after It had been 
out about twenty-four hours. 
Within 
five minutes after the verdict was re­ 
ported, Judge Richter had sentenced 
the defendant to the state peniten­ 
tiary at Michigan City for an inde 
terminate term of from two to twen 
ty-one years. 
He will be taken to 
Michigan City at once to begin his 
sentence. 
The verdict was reached within half 
an nour after the jurors had returned 
from supper. 
Word that an agree­ 
ment had been arrived at was con­ 
veyed to Bailiff Mat/., who at once 
telephoned Judge Richter and the at­ 
torneys In the case. 
The lights in 
the big courtroom were turned on and

within fifteen m inutes the courtroom 
was packed. 
Lam phere was brought 
over from the jail and the jury filed 
into

courtroom. 
W hen 
Judge 
Richter asked the jury if a verdict had 
been reached, Forem an H enry Mill 
announced that the jury had agreed, 
and with that he passed the white 
piece of paper to Judge Richter, who 
after making the entry on his docket. 
read the verdict: 
“We, the jury, find the defendant 
guilty of arson and that he is th irty 
eight years old. 


— ’’H E N R Y MILL. F o rem an.” 
There was no dem onstration from 
the crowd. 
Judge Richter thereupon 
asked each juror individually if this 
was his verdict and the answ er in 
each case was “yes ” 
Before 
the 
jury 
was 
discharged 
Judge Richter expressed his thanks tc 
the jury for its careful and conscien 
tious consideration of the case. Prose 
cutor Sm ith also thanked the jury. 


Lam phere Receives Sentence. 


Following the 
withdrawal of the 
jury, Judge R ichter instructed L am ­ 
phere to stand tip, which the la tter 
did. 
His face was haggard and his 
eyes 
w ere 
downcast. 
He held 
his 
hands before him, as though they were 
still shackled* and then, just as the 


church b6lls in the city were ringing 
"ut. Judge Richter asked bim if he 
had any reasons to state why sentence 
should not be pronounced. 
He re 
plied, slowly but distinctly: 
"I have none.” 
With that Judge Richter sentenced 
him to the state prison at Michigan 
City for an indeterminate term of 
from two to twenty-one years, fined 
him $5,000 and disfranchised him for 
five years. 
The court then Instruct­ 
ed the sheriff to return him to his 
cell. 
Attorney Worden of the defence 
said that a motion for a new trial 
would be made, and, should it be re­ 
fused, an appeal to the Indiana su­ 
preme court would follow 
The In­ 
diana supreme court is two years be 
hind In its work and so this case 
could not be reached until after br 
had served the minimum time of his 
sentence. 
The law stipulates that all prison­ 
ers excepting those found guilty of 
murder, shall go to the state reforma­ 
tory lf they are under thirty years of 
age 
It is therefore necessary for the 
jury to find the age of the defendant. 
so that the judge will know where to 
send him. 
It Is largely a matter of 
form.
